“It ‘was almost impossible to 
separate the salt in sea.’ water 
without first evaporating it, All 
water used .on certain parts of 
the. west coast of South America 
was obtained from the’ sea,; and 
was distilled through evapora- 
tion, but the cost was terrific, 
and the consumers had to pay 
for their water supply just as 
we paid for beer or: milk! 

He did not know of any pro- 
cess by which sea water could be 
filtered, thus eliminating the 
salt, though if, this were possi- 
ble it would be a great argument 
in favour of the use of sea water 
for. domestic purposes, 

In ‘conclusion,, our informant 
sald he was glad ‘to see that the 

“China Mail” had taken the mat- 
ver up.’ The present wastage of 
water was a disgrace and no in- 
vestigations which were made 
could ever be regarded as a waate 
of time, :

case thé raiders used -motor-cars and 
escaped with their spoils. 

In two of the cases an iron bar 
was used’to threaten people who 
attempted to detain the thieves. 

“Recently when many people 
were about, jewellery valued at over 
£1,000 was taken from ‘a shop in 
Burlington Gardens, Piccadilly. 

Four men in a large grey motor- 
car drove up to the shop, and before 
the car had stopped two of the men 
jumped out and smashed the window. 

Their companions, armed, with 
iron bars, threatened the small 
crowd of .people who ran to the 
spot, : 

An employee . of a neighbouring 
shop attempted to reach the thieves, 
but was told by one of the men to 
stand back:or he would be hit. - 

As the man with the stolen 
jewellery reached the car it drove 
off ‘at ad great speed. It wag later 
found abandoned in Golden Square. | 
“The other raid, in which an iron 
bar was employed, occurred in Pond- 


the scene of several such crimes 
within the last few months. The 
bandita amashed the window of a 
pawnbroker's shop, and, as they ran 
back to their waiting car, was seen 
by firemen on duty in the adjacent 
fire station. . 

A fireman ran towards them, and; 
one of the men threw a heavy iron 
bar at him, which narrowly missed 
his head. Jewellery worth about 
£160 was taken and a. quantity left 
atrewn over thé ‘pavement. 

Raiders in Dress Clothes, 

The entire stock of a Great Port- 
landatreet tobacconist was stolen by 
raiders who drove up to'the pre- 
mises in evening ‘dress and used a 
car stolen from Mount Street. 

The fourth raid took place in 
Fore Street, Edmonton, where, after 
smashing the window of a jeweller’s 
shop, the thieves escaped with a 
quantity of jewellery.”
